Letters, To Tlie £dito 


The following Letter to 
the Editor published in the 
Sierra Madre News on May 
8, 1969 earned the writer, 
Richard E. Woodin the Free- 
.dom’s Foundation Award 
from Valley Forge. We re¬ 
print it for your enjoy¬ 
ment. 

Dear Editor: 

The college and high- 
school campuses across A- 
merica have become seed 
beds of revolution. Hardly a 
day now goes by without 
banner headlines reporting 
that another riot has erupt¬ 
ed. Americans are becoming 
di.sturbed. They want to 
take action. Unfortunately, 
their action will be directed 
at the “show men” mana¬ 
ging the riots a.nd not the 
cause. The threat on the 
campuses of America is the 
same as the threat of Com- 
mu.ni.sm facing the United 
.States. It is an internal one. 
The United States faces its 
gravest danger from inter¬ 
nal .subversion', .not foreign 
powers. The campuses also 
face their gravest danger 
from within. 

Naturally, if the external 
forces wore kept off our 
campuses, we would have 
greater success In quelling 
the riots that occur. In do¬ 
ing -SO, however, it must be 
clearly understood that the 
seeds of revolution were not 
planted by the Black mili¬ 
tants nor the SDS. Those 
groups are merely reaping 
the harvest of a crop pla,nt- 
ed long ago by school teach- 
ei’S and textbooks. Teachers, 
no matter how inadvorte.nt- 
ly, and textbooks have very 
subtly been prepoundl n g 
class warfare and socialism 

for vears. 


tow'n” has libraries which 
are used 'by those schools.

Her letter and your re¬ 
cent articles imply that the 
world will stop if we trans¬

siirely those authorities 
which Mrs. Hurff alludes 
know the preciou.sness of an 
education in which the 
child learns in a situation 
akin to the world in whicn 
he will live and work. True, 
there are several communi¬ 
ties in which a person, now, 
ca.n live and work without 
being a part of the true 
world, but that is not 
healthy, emotionally, to be 
so isolated. 

Mrs. Hurff’s rationale is 
off ba.se when .she states 
that this integrated educa¬ 
tion plan will “pull chil¬ 
dren from their community 
a .n d community facilities 
which are designed a.nd 
supported to enhance school 
experiences.” A maximum 
of a half hour ride to and 
from school will do little 
tow'ards “eroding fam 11 y 
ties,” but will wonderfully 
broaden those children’s 
community! Friend ships 
will not be disrupted as en¬ 
tire neighborh o o d s a .n d 
grade levels will be trans¬ 
ported to another school. 

Has Mrs. Hurff never -sent 
or even considered sending 
her childre,n to a private 
school? Most private schools 
are away from Sierra Ma- 


the activities of the Bolshe¬ 
viks, such as their murder¬ 
ing of the opposition, rob¬ 
bing banks to finance their 
operations, etc. 

As the socialists stood by 
condemning the actions 
taken by their half brothers, 
they assured themselves 
and the world that such in¬ 
dividuals posed .no real 
threat. As the Communist 
revolutionaries found their 
way back to Russia, one 
could hear the cries of "lib¬ 
erty, equality, and frater¬ 
nity,” as the French had 
heard during their bloody 
revolution about one hu.n'- 
dred years earlier. 

One would' do well to un¬ 
derstand the i.nfluence of 
secret societies and subver¬ 
sive movements w'hich was 
great during both the 
French and the Russian' re¬ 
volutions. Should it seem 
strange to find a connection 
between the two, it might 
even prove stranger to rea¬ 
lize that the Russian Re¬ 
volution was financed to a 
great extent with America’s 
money. Similar sources are 
also providing financing to 
the revolutionaries i.n Amer¬ 
ica today.

Unfortu.nately. .not too ac¬ 
quainted with the facts con¬ 
cerning the Russian Revolu¬ 
tion, most Americans accept 
the idea that the Revolution 
took place in' October, 1917. 
Although there was a revo¬ 
lution i.n that month, the 
real Russian Revolution oc¬ 
curred in March, 1917; i.e., 
the sociali.sts, led by Keren¬ 
sky, overthrew the govern¬ 
ment of the Czars. There¬ 
fore, the Russian Revolution 
was a socialist revolution, 
not a Commiun'ist revolu¬ 
tion. The loadi,ng figures in 
the October revolution were, 
i,n March of 1917, scattered 
throughout the world in 
exile: Lenin, its leader, was 
in Zurich: Stalin was in 
Siberia; and Trotsky was in 
New York. 

It should be remembered 
that the socialists, led by 
Kerensky, were repulsed by

Commenting on- his topic. 
Rev. Ander.son says: “It is 
impossible to think about 
Palm Sunday without cer¬ 
tain themes racing through 
your mind. We see the pic¬ 
ture of crowds of people, 
palm branches w a v i .n g, 
Je.sois on the donkey ridin-g 
into Jerusalem. Loud .shouts 
of ‘Hosanna’ are constantly 
being hoard in the crowd 
that surrounds Him. But 
oven as we visiualize these 
enthusia.stic reactions from 
the crowd, coir mln-ds ean- 
,not help but travel just a 
few days -beyo.nd to the 
scone of Jesus’ trial and 
then His ultimate crucifi¬ 
xion when the people turned 
again.st Him and delivered 
Him to the Roman a.uthori- 
ties for crucifixion. 

“When we think of Palm 
Sunday we thjnk of the 
rapidly changing tide of 
public opinion. Jesus wasn’t 
the first man in history to 
experieneve both popularity 
and rejection. This had- hap¬ 
pened before and it has 
happened since, and we see 
it happening even in our 
own day.” 

He concludes with: “But 
rather than try to under- 
stan-d the fickle responses 
of the masses, have you 
ever asked yc-urself what 
makes a person loyal?

Philip E. Watson, Ixis Angelos County Assessor, on 
March 9 proposed a new constitutional amendment which 
would shift the heavy burden of most education and all 
welfare costs from the overloaded property taxpayer to surrou.ndings 
state revenues from other sources. and fellow 

A.S a protection against runaway taxation in any direc 
lion, the Watson amendment would establish state limits 
on sales and use, bank and corporation, and personal 
income taxes, as well as on property taxes. 

Watson, who was the principal author of the 196S 
initiative measure Proposition 9 to reduce property taxes, 
i-evealod the details of his 1970 legislative program at a di.spense with the concepts 
ten o’clock press conference at the Biltmore Hotel. 

“We’ve done some intensive research during the past 
two years.” he said. "This new amendment covers a num¬ 
ber of points brouglit out by the opposition to Proposi¬ 
tion 9.” 

In Watson’s new proposed legislation, property tax 
ceilings are specified for the various taxing agencies: 

14 of 1 per cent of market value for the county, 14 of 1 
per cent for the city, and an aggregate tax rate of % of 1 
per cent for all intra-county special districts. For inter¬ 
county special districts — those covering more than one 
county, such as the Metropolitan Water District — existing 
limits would prevail where these have been establishei 
Otherwise, 1970-71 levy would become the ceiling until 
a new limitation is voted by a majority of the qualified 
voters in the district. The same type of vote would be 
nMiuired to change the specified limits for any taxing 
agency. 

The new Watson amendment also provides builtin 
protection against overloading property taxpayers with 
bonded indebtedness, which is not included under the 
specific tax ceilings. Bonding and long term debts (inclu¬ 
ding lease-backs for more than 5 years) may be incurred 
only for capital improvements, only within certain limita¬ 
tions, and only by approval of a majority of the quali¬ 
fied electors. This applies to all taxing agencies, including 
the state. The state is further restricted from taxing 
proprty unless the controller certifies that no other funds 
are available for bonded indebedness. 

All new statewide plans, programs, services and bene¬ 
fits which the Legislature enacts into law would have to 
include provisions for funding from sources other than 
property taxes. 

As a protection against favoritism to special interests, 
the new Watson amendment would prohibit any exemp¬ 
tion or classification of property resulting in a lower 
property tax without the approval of the qualified electors.
